The traction company bore the 
funeral expenses of one of the victims. 
Claude Cambern, general 
counsel 
for the traction company# in a state 
ment regarding the legal phase of the 
affair, said: “ Our company feels that 
it is in no wise to blame for the u n ­ 
fortunate accidents, its direct cause 
can only be attributed to a freak in 
the elements. 
“ It is entirely 
out of reason to 
contend, as some are doing th at it was 
ntentional and crim inal negligence 
on the part of the company or any 
employe of the company, for had the 
officials or any employe, for that m at­ 
ter, been aware of the fact th at the 
fence was charged w ith electricity, 
it would have been attended to im m e­ 
diately. 
“ We appreciate th at it is indeed a 
sad affair, and while we do not think 
the traction company is liable or that 
the parties concerned can recover dam ­ 
ages, we have agreed to bear 
the 
funeral expenses of Mr. Glore, and we 
expect to do the same thing by the 
other victims provided there is no u n ­ 
friendly action ui>on the part of their 
relatives. ” 
Officials of 
the traction company 
contend that the company is not liable 
also for the reason th at the accident 
occurred 
on the company’s private 
right-of-w ay, and that of the C., H. 
& D. railroad, and that the men saw 
the insulator burn out and failed to 
call the com pany’s attention to it. 
Other attorneys here contend that 
the company can be held liable for 
crim inal negligence in placing a guy 
wire so near the fence. 
All railroad 
accidents, they say, occur on the rail 
road’s private right of way, yet dam ­ 
ages in many cases ere obtained.

wire fence, as commonplace and harm 
less-looking as anv of thousands that 
trav erse the country in all directions, 
had been charged

electricity 
sufficient to kill ev ery person that 
touched it. 
T hroughout 
its

length it was a liv e wire. 
Furthei 
inv estigation showed that the charg* 
of electricity was indirectly due to s 
stroke of lightning that had disar 
ranged the m achinery of an electric 
power house and conv erted the fenct 
into an engine of death. 
The first im 
pulse of most persons would probable 
be to say tha t the company owning the 
power house 
was pecuniarily liahh 
for these deaths, hut the courts woulo 
probably hold that 
the 
stroke 
ol 
lightning which caused the accident 
was au ‘act of G od.’ and unav oidable 
Rut such accidents wilt tend to inaki 
people a little cautious about touching, 
harmsless-looking metallic substance* 
It seems that in appropriating the 
conv enieiu'OH*and benefits of electricity 
who hav e to incur the dangers also.”

His Views on Gov ernment 
Ownership. 


NOTHING TO TAKE BACK 


In a C arefully Prepared Statem ent Mr. 
B ry an R epeats the H eresy That 
Is A lien a tin g H is P arty . 


S ignificant P act That He !>« fles Party 
O pinio n In M arse Henri'« * 
O wn To wn. 


Louisv ille, Sept. 13.—Entering the 
southland for the first time in two 
years, William Jennings Bryan yes­ 
terday afternoon receiv ed a welcome 
which in warmth and spontaniety has 
not 
been 
surpassed by any of the 
greetings giv en him since his return 
from h.s tour of the world. 
His ar­ 
riv al in the city prov oked a great out­ 
burst of acclamations from thousands 
)f marchers and yet more thousands 
an the streets. His reception at the 
Armory last night, where he addressed 
1 crowd of 12,000 people, was nothing 
iess than a v olcanic eruption of en­ 
thusiasm. 
The mass meeting at the Armory 
constituted 
Kentucky’s 
greeting on 
behalf of the south, and although the 
ittendanee^bf southern notables was 
smaller than at first expected, on ac- 
ount of Mr. Bryan’s recent aceept- 
tnce of numerous inv itations from 
other southern cities, still it was a 
representativ e 
southern 
gathering, 
graced by the Kentucky leaders of 
Democracy, a num ber of prominent 
Democrats from other southern states 
and a great mass of citizens from 
Kentucky and Indiana 
Mr. Bryan was 
welcomed to Kentucky by his whilom 
opponent, Mr. Henry Watterson, who 
presided ov er the meeting. The other 
speakers preceding Mr. Bryan were 
Senator Carmack of Tennessee, rep­ 
resenting the south, and Senator W. 
J. Stone of Missouri, who introduced 
the guest of honor. 
When Mr. Bryan entered the hall 
leaning on the arm of Mr. Watterson. 
there was a demonstration that last 
ed ten minutes, thousands of flags 
being wav ed in unison with the surges 
of cheers that swept ov er the throng 
Mr. W atterson’s address of welcome 
touched off the pent-up enthusiasm 
almost at the start, and when at the 
close he pointed to Mr 
Bryan ami 
said, “Here he is; God bless him and 
giv e him wisdom." the audience yelled 
for fiv e minutes. 
Following his felicitous phrases of 
response to the welcome, a great hush 
fell on the crowd when Mr. Bryan an ­ 
nounced that he would “read a state­ 
ment concerning a topic which had 
been generally discussed since he had 
touched on it during his speech in 
New York.” 
He then read his state­ 
ment. which in part is as follows: 
"In my speech at the New York re­ 
ception I made some rem arks concern­ 
ing the gov ernment ownership of rail­ 
ways. and I thought that I had ex­ 
pressed 
myself so clearly that my 
position could not he misconstrued 
ev en by those who desired to miscon­ 
strue it. The New York speech was 
prepared in adv ance 
It was not only 
written, but it was carefully rev ised. 
It stated exactly what 
1 wanted to 
state, and I hav e nothing to withdraw 
or moduy lb the Statement therein 
made. 
What I say tonight is rather 
in the nature of an elaboration of the 
ideas therein presented. 
“ After quoting frbm the IVmocratic 
platform of ltiuo, that ’a priv ate mo­ 
nopoly is indefensible and intolerable.’ 
and after laying It down as a principle 
that public ownership should begin 
where competition ends, and that the 
people should hav e the benefit of any 
monopoly that might be found neces 
1 
sary, I stated 
that 
1 
had 
reached 
the conclusion ‘that railroads partake 
so much of the nature of a monopoly . 
that 
they 
must 
ultimately 
become 
public property and be managed by 
public officials in the interests of the * 
whole community.’ I added: ‘I do not 
know that the country is ready for 
this legislation; I do not know that 
the majority of my own party fav ork 
It. but I believ e that an increasing 
number of the members of all parties 
see in public ownership a sure rem ­ 
edy for discrimination between per 
sons and places and for the extortion- 1 
ate rates for the carrying of freight 
and passengers.' 
1 
“I then proceeded to outline a sya- 1 
tern of public ownership whereby the ; 
adv antages of public ownership might I 
be secured to the people without the ! 
dangers of centralization. 
This av s-' 
tern contemplates federal ownership , 
of the trunk lines only and the owner j 
ship of 
local 
lines by the 
sev eral 
states. 
I further expressed it as uiy j 
opinion that the railroads themselv es 
were responsible for the growth of the 
sentiment in fav or of public owner­ 
ship. and said that while I believ ed 
that the rate bill recently enacted 
should be giv en a fair trial, we might 
expect to see the railroads still more 
activ e in politics unless our experience 
with tuem differed from the experi­ 
ence we had had with franchise hold­ 
ing corporations. 
“This statem ent of my v iews has 
been assailed by some as an attem pt 
to force these v iews upon the Demo­ 
cratic party, and by some as an an­ 
nouncement of an intention to Insist 


7*>on the incorporation of tlfese v iew* 
In the next Democratic national plat­ 
form. 
“Let me answer these two charges. 
I hav e tried to make it clear that I 
expressed my own opinion, and I hav e 
nev er sought to compel the acceptance 
of my opinion by anyone else. Reserv ­ 
ing the right to do my own thinking. I 
reaped the right of ev eryone else to ‘ 
do his thinKing. 
"I hav e too much confidence in the 
independent thought in 
my owu party 
to expect that any considerable num ­ 
ber of Democrats would acknowledge 
my right to do their thinking for them 
ev en if I were undemocratic enough 
to assert such a right. 
"If you asK me whether the question 
of gov ernment ownership will be an 
issue in the campaign of liW 8 I an­ 
swer I do not know. 
If you ask me 
whether it ought to be in the platform. 
I reply, I cannot tell until I know what 
the Democratic v oters think upon the 
subject. If the Democratic v oters be­ 
liev e that the next platform should 
contain a plank in fav or of gov ern­ 
ment 
ownerfhip. 
then 
that 
plank 
ought to be included, 
if the Demo­ 
crats think it ought not to contain 
such a plank, then such a plank ought 
not to be included 
It resrs with the 
party to make the platform, and indi­ 
v iduals can only adv ise I Inv e spoken 
for myself and for myself only, and 
did not know how 
the 
suggestion 
would be receiv ed. I am now prepared 
to confess to you that It has been re­ 
ceiv ed more fav orably than I expected. 
There is this, howev er, that I do ex 
pect, namely, that those Democrats 
wrho 
oppose 
gov ernment 
ownership 
will 
accompany 
their 
declaration 
against it with the assertion that they 
will 
fav or 
gov ernment 
ownership 
whenev er they are conv inced that the 
country must choose between gov ern­ 
ment ownership of the railroads and 
railroad 
ownership 
of 
the 
gov ern 
ment. 
"I still adv ocate stricter regulation 
and shall rejoice if experience prov e 
that regulation can be made effectiv e. 
I will go farther than that and say 
that I bellev <T we can hav e more effi 
elent regulation under a Democratic 
administration with a Democratic sen 
ate and house than we are likely to 
hav e under a Republican administr** 
tion with a Republican senate and 
house, and yet 
1 would not be honest 
with you If I did not frankly admit 
that observ ation has conv inced 
me 
that no such efficient regulation Is 
possible and that gov ernment owner 
ship can be undertaken on the plan 
outlined with less danger to the coun­ 
try than is inv olv ed in priv ate own 
ershlp as we hav e had It or as we are 
likely to hav e It. Among the reasons 
that hav e led me to believ e that we 
must. In the end. look to gov ernment 
ownership for relief, I shall mention 
two or three. First, and foremost, is 
the corrupting influence of the rail 
road in politics. When the president 
following the 
Democratic 
platform, 
insisted upon regulation he was met 
with the opposition of the railroads, 
and ev ery point gained in fav or of 
the people was gained after a stren 
nous tight. 
"1 hav e no idea that the railroads 
are going to permit regulation with 
out a struggle, and I fear that their 
Influence will be strong enough to 
v ery much delay, if it does not entirely 
defeat remedial legislation.

shown by the railroads. You say that 
all these things can he corrected with 
out interference with priv ate owner­ 
ship. 
I shall be glad if experience 
prov es that they ran be, but I no long 
er hope for it M
